Hope I didn’t upset the peace of mind of 
any of the customers by that story of catching 
99 salmon—over a quarter of

At one 
time, some returned men had a shark-factory 
on Douglas Island and fished for mud sharks,

which look like a big rubber mattress with a 
mouth at one end. They got lubricating oil 
from the livers of the fish and sold the five 


layers of skins. The outer layer was bought by 
carpenters to use sandpaper The inner 
layers were used to make “leather” covers for 
automobile seats, handbags and shoes for ladies.

Sportsmen are now adding shark-fishing to 
their exploit One of its attractions is the ex- 
pense. It costs about $300 to buy a shark-fish- 
ing outfit. You need a five-foot rod with a 
twenty-one inch handle. Those in use weigh 
under 24 ounces and have a test curve of 42 
pounds. You need 400 yards of cuttyhunk with 
a breaking strain of 108 pounds and taces of 
strong twisted wire. 

To carry the line a nine-inch reel is re- 
quired It looks like a small winch and can 
apply a 6l-pound drag. The hooks that carry 


the bait are as big as a salmon gaff; the eves 
are forged. The gaff has a cable attached to the 
head As the gaffed, the handle 
breaks away, the cable is bent round a power 
winch and the catch hauled aboard.

In addition to all this equipment you require 
a boat with a power winch, a good boatman, 
and a good strong boy who can carry 300 or 400 
pounds of shark home on his shoulder. Also 
you need a shark.

“Irritable Colon” 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The term “irritable colon” has come to be 
used to cover a condition of the colon marked 
by discomfort, pain and tenderness which shift 
from place to place in the lower abdomen; By 
excessive gas; and by constipation or diarrhea 
or by alternating constipation and diarrhea. 
Due to the fact that the 
patient may mention an ex- 
cessive secretion of mucus, 
the case may be wrongly 
diagnosed as muscous colitis; 
also due to the fact that irrit- 
ability of the colon is fre- 
quently accompanied by a 
spastic condition, the patient 
may receive the diagnosis of 
spastic colitis. Although 
spastic contractions are often 


Dr. present at intervals in the

patient with an irritable colon, they are not in- 


variably present. Usually the patient is of the 
nervous type and he may be told that his trou- 
ble “is all in his nerves.” 

Digestive disturbances of various kinds are a 
prominent part of the picture and when the 
patient tries to diagnose himself he is likely to 
make the mistake of believing that he has some* 
form of stomach trouble. 

The symptoms of an irritable colon are 
variable and a symptom here today may be 
gone tomorrow, with a new one to take its place 
However, some of the common symptoms are: 
Tenderness or soreness in one part of the colon 
which may be replaced by a generalized ab- 
dominal pain; and digestive disturbances such 
as distress after eating, flatulence, belching or 
a gnawing feeling in the stomach. The irritable 
colon undergoes periods of hyper-irritability 
when the patient becomes all too conscious that 
something is wrong in the abdominal area, and 
as such a period of irritability subsides, the 
abdominal discomfort will also quiet down. 

As 
the ingestion of an unwise meal, or emotional 
or nervous strain, or strenuous exercise. The 
foods which have the most power to bring on 
this irritability are the starches which encourage 
flatulence and the raw salads which contain 
sufficient roughage to further irritate the colon 
which has a tendency to become tender. 

The typical patient with an irritable colon 
does brain work, lives on a mental tension, eats 
unwisely, stays up too late at night, thus in- 
ducing nervous fatigue, and depends upon laxa- 
tives to overcome the constipation which is so 
often present. 

The habitual use of laxatives is one of the 
most important causes of an irritable colon and 
eight out of ten patients having this condition 
report the continued dependence upon laxatives. 
Usually the patient does not realize that the 
cathartic or laxative secures results by irritat- 
ing the colon, thus causing it to empty. Such an 
irritating action only serves to increase the 
irritable tendency already developed. 

When the irritable colon is studied with the 
x-ray where every part of it becomes plainly 
visible, parts of the colon are likely to be flabby 
and atonic, showing up as a relaxed mass, while 
another part may be That is, one part 
is distended, stretched and ballooned, while the 
spastic part will be tight and small like a penc 
Inasmuch as the narrowing of one part due to a 
spastic contraction is likely to be spasmodic in 
character, this narrowing be present 
one time and absent at another, being 
likely to occur after the patient has been on an 
emotional strain. 

Irritability of the be 
when the patient is willing to eat wisely, keep 
the colon clean with enemas which do not irri- 
tate it, and to maintain emotional control. In 
some cases, additional treatment is required, but 
the chances of returning the colon to normal! are 
particularly good provided the treatment is con- 
tinued long enough. The average irritable colon 
will settle down to a peaceful existence if the 
patient will only take away those things which 
are interfering with this organ and which are 
whipping it up to such a state of excitement 
that it can be correctly called “irritable.”

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The Public Debt Can Be || 


Paid Off Profitably

Complicated figures and mysterious warnings have no true 
function in explaining what should be done with the public debt. 
Plain facts, shortly stated, serve every useful purpose 


The Central Bank of Canada publishes the fact that it has 
about one hundred million dollars legal tender bank notes in 
circulation. The assets of the Bank would justify the issuance of 
nearly one billion dollars in legal tender bank notes. 


There is a safe loan market in Canada for a minimum of five 
billion dollars to provide for the construction and improvement of 
fixed assets in Canada. This is only one-quarter of the twenty 

+ billion dollar managed deflation wipe-out of market values in- 
flicted on the Canadian people. 


The absolute certainty of this safe loan value is shown by 
experience in England. About the year 1840 it was realized that 
there was no such thing as an automatie recovery of values follow- 
ing an extensive deflation. (Read “Past and Present,” by Carlyle.) 


Also it was realized that the only way to restore real estate 
sale values destroyed by deflation was to make construction and 
repair and improvement funds available in permanent supply at 
low interest and. repayable by instalments. 


Quick action by Parliament in those days was an unknown 
quantity—and it was not until 1846 that the first Land Improve- 
ment Loan Act was passed—making provision for land improve- 
ment loans, repayable by instalments, at low interest, and having 
at first special reference to drainage problems. 


In 1864 these Land Improvement Loans were extended to all 
purposes; given priority over all existing charges—and recognized 
as a national necessity to restore and maintain land values. This 
absolute priority enables trust funds and insurance company 
moneys to be invested in Land Improvement Loans. The exper- 
ience in the intervening years has been so successful and bene- 
ficial that the English people would no more vote for abolishing 
Land Improvement Loans than for deposing the King. 


In Canada we are not under the necessity of adopting any 
indirect method of incorporating companies. We have the results 
in England available in exact figures over three-quarters of a 
century; and we have a Central Bank with legal tender issuing 
power, and with ample assets to support the value of its legal 
tender, ° 


There was no trouble in Canada by giving absolute priority to 
loans under Section 88 of the Bank Act. There would be no trouble 
n giving absolute priority to loans made for Land Improvement 
by any agency of the Central Bank. 


These loans at four per cent interest, repayable by instalments 
could be safely and profitably made up to an aggregate amount 
equaling the Federal Debt and the Railway Debt. The instalments 
as and when received could be safely and profitably used in re- 
tirement of the Federal Debt and the Railway Debt. From thirty 
to thirty-five years would be required to complete the debt 
retirement; but each month would reduce the tax levy for public 
debt purposes. 


The nation would double its money in the process, because it 
would have the debt paid off and the value of the fixed assets of 
the nation increased by the use made of the loans. The legal 
tender outstanding at the end of the term would have been fully 
paid-up by the eavings of the nation in tax levies for interest and 
sinking fund reduced from month to month by the use of instal- 
ment repayments to reduce the national debt. 


Under the present policy in the same term of years we pay two 
dollars in interest upon each dollar borrowed, and still owe the 
entire amount originally borrowed. 


All the foregoing statements will successfully stand the closest 
of hostile analysis. The only thing for you to decide is whether 
you want the public debt retired by public utility methods; or 
retained for special privilege and private profit-earning purposes, 
and as a deflationary influence destroying the loan value and 
sale value of all fixed assets in Canada.

QUALITY IN PAINT 


By Roger B. Whitman 

When you paint your house or 
do any other outside paint job that 
takes much labor, it is poor econ: 
to save on the cost of the 
paint. Even the best paint will not 
last for much more than four 
years, and the lower the quality of 
the paint, the more quickly the 
job will need doing over, Most of 
the cost of a paint job is for labor. 
If it costs $400 to paint a house, 
say, hardly as much as $60 will go 
for paint—you will spend the rest 
on the time and labor of getting 
the old surface in shape to be 
painted, in moving ladders, and in 
other parts of the job. If the paint 
lasts for four years, the cost comes 
to $100 a year. You might be able 
to save $10 or $20 on the paint, but 
if you do, the cheaper paint is 
likely to give out in less time, and 
the cost per year will be greater. 
If the $400 paint job only lasts for 
two years, your cost will be $200 


a year The real economy in a 
painting job is in the length of 
time that the paint will last~in
